Johann Oicti 

.\. R. Hatfield read a paper on 
Johann DIctr the lUrber Surgeon. 
Tho Interest of tho life of DIetz lay. 
not so much In tho treatment and 
surgical methods that he employed, 
as in the valuable ' Information - he 
gives of the social conditions of his 
day and the status that surgery en- 
Joyed at a timo when it was not yet 
elevated to the position that it now 
holds and when It wan not correlat- 
ed with medicine. Johann DIetz was 
born In 16C5 in Hallo In the elector- 
ate of Brandenburg, at that period 
part of the Holy Roman Empire. His 
chllilliood w.aa not happy and ho spent 
moK of It alone. Tbo family were 
connected with the rope making 
trade, but at the ago of fifteen he 
decided to become a barber-surgeon, 
and was accordingly apprenticed to a 
barber-surgeon in Halle. The duties 
of an apprentice were by no means 
light; besides helping to dress wounds 
he was expected to make himself 
generally useful in his masters house- 
hold. Whilst an apprentice DIetz 
suffered from an attack of the plague 
which swept through Halle; he leaves 
an interesting account of the symp-

The ''United States of Europe"' 
will he the sul)ject of a paper to be 
given by Henry Scha.uthauscn before 
the League of Nations' Cbib on 
Thur.iday evening at S.13 In .Slrath- 
con.a Hall. An invitation Is i.isued to 
al! students who .ore interested. 

This proposal of 51. Briand's made 
a great stir In political circles .nnd 
was widely debated. A natural re- 
sult of this wide interest In tho mat- 
ter Wiia that many confused Iden.i 
spr.ang up. Magazine nrllcles only 
added to tho general mi-'îiinderstand- 
Ing and tho progress nf the plan Is 
still only v.iguoly known. 

Cartful Study Of Question 

Rchafhausen has . made a careful 
study of the subject .and he will en- 
deavor to clear up some of tho com- 
plex notions that have arisen since 
the proposal was first made. A gen- 
eral discussion will follow tho paper 
to give anybody who wishes a chance 
to voice Mx opinions and It li expect- 
ed that many students will t.akc ad- 
vantage of thl.^.

Adam's Influence 

In .\inerioa. lîu.'îsla h.Td been ob- 
served for sometime to be extending 
its territory on the northwest coast,

Amalgamation of M.W.S.S. With Male Body Pass 
Vote — Will Be Referred to Students' 
March 18th — Fee to Remain Unchanged For Mcni 
—May Be Some Alteration For Women. 

A meeting of the Students' Executive Council in the Union 
last night went definitely in favor of "rcorgani-iing the Students' 
Society so as to include women .students." After a rejwrt on thé 
.situation had been tabled by a committee compose<l of G. B. M. 
Alexander, J. S. Smit and Caulde Morrison the resolution quoted 
above was introduced by K. G. Baker and passed after a good 
deal of discussion by a 6-to-3 vote. 

In another part of this issue the report is given in dctaii. 
It pi*oposes to amalgamate the existing men's and women's or- 
ganizations, with the R.V.C. brought in .-us a .separate voting 
unit, and a second .seat on the Council given to the duly elected 
President of a proposed McGill Women's Union. At the same 
time the women at present undergraduates in faculties other 
than Arts would vote for the Council representatives proposed 
by their own groups.

Last night at a meeting of the Students' Executive Council a committee brought in a report 
on the situation at present obtaining in this university with regard to divided authority as be- 
tween men and women in undergraduate government. The report was tabled and the Council 
adopted the general principle, leaving the details for further consideration. A motion arising out 
of this report will be presented at the meeting of the Students' Society on thë'lSth of the present 
month. 

The following is the text of the reports: — 



To the President oC the .Students* 

Council. 
Sir: 

Yoin* Committee met sever-al timos' 
with .a view to analyzing the present 
cundillon of Student Government, and 
of suggesting changes it necessary. In 
its report It begs to draw your atten- 
tion to' the following: 
A— Resume of tht Prettnt Situation 

1. Events during the past few years 
have tended to include women stu- 
dents in activities which formerly 
were supported exclusively by mep.' 
Thus at the present time the women 
students share In tho McGill Annual, 
Playor.s' Club, Dally, Hod and White 
Rovue, Oporntio and Choral Society, 
Ilnndboolv, Bureau of Appointments, 
Students' Biroctory, and tho Boole }3x- 
chango — all major actlvitio.1 under the 
Jurlsiliction ot the Students' Council. 
Thus a majority ot tho timo and ef- 
forts of tho Students' Council la taken 
up with matters which nffoct both 
men and women, 

3. Although women students derive 



the cost is borne entirely b.v the men's 
society. 

3. Jinny undertaldng.s involve the 
co-operation ot men and women stu- 
dents. Tho proccdiiro involved in this 
Ro-operallon is confusing, necessitat- 
ing a great deal of formal correspon- 
dence, conversations, raliflcations, and 
Joint meelhiKs. Much of this is wast- 
ed effort and represents imnccessaiT 
duplication. Similarly when some 
question arises, which, like tho N.F.C. 
U.S.; affects all students, there. Is no 
one body which could be .said to re- 
present all tho attidèntsl Thus while 
in practice tiio interests and tho acti- 
vities ot men and women nro identi- 
cal, their Oovcrnmonta and Executives 
givo no Indication of tiic oxistcnco of 
this unity, 

4. A further iiloglcillty arises from 
the fact that tho McQin Students' 
Society, whicli, from the implication 
attached to ils name, should Include 
nil tho .students nf McGill University, 
n.s a matter ot f.aot Inciudos only tho 
men.

Some very Kood orehMtral recorde liave been 
received thia week, cutatandlnç amonc ivhljlr Is 
a aet cont&lntnf tha Symphony No. 1, In c major 
by Beethoven, played by tha Phllharmonlo Or* 
cheatra of New Torli under tha direction ot wn. 
lem Mcnfelbars. Thia la mdered very well, with 
excellent Interpretation, and thouth not Bee* 
thoven'a bast, la neverthaleaa pleaalnc both from 
the point of view of mejody, and of orcheatratlon. 
It Is a very aplrlted symphony, and tha rich tone 
of the orcheetra playin», ahow thie up vei-y ef 
fecUvely. Co-ordination omons the musiclanR Is 
eood, and tha wind accUon well balanced. The 
second movement is eapecially attractive since It 
haa a very beautiful melody In addlUon to being 
played well. (Victor îni t« 7;i4). 

Another by the came orchestra, -but under tho 
direction of Arturo Toeeanlnl. Is the Scherro from 
MIddummer'e Nights Dream by Mendelssohn, and 
Die Walkure by Wagner. Tha first is a beautiful 
melody, fairyllka In effect, played with masterly 
skill. Imparting to the muala a new flavour. The 
second, true to the "Wasner type. Is very weird, 
tellinff tha tale of the flight of a. «transe race. 
Beneath tho general theme, can be left tha acurn'- 
Inif mob represented by the string and wood wind 
Instruments, while the horns predominate to pro- 
duce a rare musical effect. Dirricult orchestration 
is well handled, and music that otherwise would 
bê unlntalllclbU Is made to mean somethlne, 
(Brunswick 80161). 

A violin solo by Mlsliel Plustro o£ tho Turkish 
March by Beethoven and of Larghetto by Haendel 
is played^ with good tone, and technique. In the 
former, double slopping Is handled - fairly Well, 
though a few slips con bo detected. Tho latter is 
a beautiful melody, played with rich tone, cnsi'.y 
making up for the shortcoming.^ of the obverse 
.■ilde. (Brunswick 132:0). 

Alias Kathryn Meisle, contralto, sings two 
songs The Temple Bells, and • Brown Bird Sing- 
ing, two very melodious numbers, lier voies is 
rich and clear and Is v/erth- while- -listening to.' 
She interprets her songs very effectively. (Bruns- 
wick 16210). 

A record Just released ef the new Instrument, 
the Theremin, playing Lonesom* Lover and You're 
Driving Me Crasy lllustratea th« tone It Is capable 
of. It sounds much like a 'cello In thl» case, and 
Is <)uit« pleasing. My one hope Is that it is ndi 
used as a crooning Instrument, for it is easily cap- 
able of it. (Victor 'JlCôS»). 

Lee Bims, perhaps tho best itvat pianist of the 
day, plays two numbers. Body and Soul, and Some- 
thing to Remember You By. He Introduces some 
classical technique vèi-y effectively, and uses his 
instrument wçll. Tho tunes offer some scopo for 
the nriiat, who takes good advantage of it. (Bruns- 
wick 6040). 

DANCE RECORDS 

Two fox-trots, Lady riay Your Mandolin, and 
:^rama Ines, played by the Havana Novelty Or- 
chestra make good dancing time, and are played 
well. The former is nuite melodious, while ' the 
latter Introduces a number of nueer sounds, while 
being a rsther fast number. (Victor Ï2S97). 

When separated from the fancy sounds with 
which It starts, Tlie Peanut Vendor Is a fair 
melody. Flayed by nod Nichols and his five 
Pennies, It makes a fast fox-trot, as does Siweet 
nosita on the obverse side which is loss interesting 
than tho first. (Bruns^^•Ick 6036). 

Just A Oigolo, played by Leo Rclsman and i-Iis 
Ofchestra, Is made Into quite an attractive tiontc, 
played well, and with a fine swing. The second 
number,- Tm Alone Because I Love You, is quite as 
melodious and rendered equally as effective. They 
make two good fox-lrots. (Victor 22606). 
■ I Hate Myself, a slow fox-trot, played by 
Jacques nenard and His • Orchestra, make a good 
dancing record. While the tune is simple. . ICIe a 
Little String Around Your Finger on tlie reverse 
side is about the same, both being played well. 
(Brunswick 6032). 



Join The Ladies 

" The subconscious feeling that the Mc- 
Gill Students' Society should be an or- 
ganization to include all undergraduates 
male and female, ciystallized yesterday 
into something which looks as if it might 
result in action. A committee representing 
the men presented a report to the Execu- 
tive Council recommending, almost with- 
out reservation, immediate amalgamation 
between the McGill Women Students' So- 
ciety and the Students' Society. The gen 
eral principle ôf the report was accepted 
and at the next meeting of the men's So- 
ciety the formal motion to make the neces- 
.sary amendments to the constitution will 
be presented. The women have already an 
nounceti their willingness to join the men, 
so that if the scheme is yet wrecked it will 
be as a result of male opposition. 

Beyond all question it is a matter of 
expediency that the two student adminis 
trative bodies unite. At present there is 
duplication of administrative duties, dupli 
cation of authority and at the same time 
there ia no body to which an outsider can 
come knowing that he is addressing him- 
self to the accredited representatives of 
McGiU's undergradiiate population. 

It is unnecessary to cite unfairness of 
the present scheme as a reason for its re 
moval. It is obvious enough that the Stu- 
dents* Society carries on certain activities 
which include men and women, but Avhich 
are adniinstered solely by men. Again the 
Society assumes fi(ianci9l obligations as a 
result of these mixed activities which are 
paid only by the men. 

The women will have two representa- 
tives on the new Council — one elected from 
the R.V.C. which will become a new voting 
unit and the other to sit ex-officio as Pre 
sldent of the Women's Union, — an or 
ganization to be formed much on the same 
lines as the men's union. In theory this 
councillor will represent such female un 
dergraduates as a^e not otherwise taken 
<^re of. 

It is an obvious and necessary step — 
one which should be taken without delay 
"The only serious objections are ^ those 
arising from prejudice.

Dr. Brunt Defines 
Forms of Culture 

Addressed ^t. James Lilerary 
Society List Night 

".V man, having certain essential 
characteristics and given the appro- 
priato enrlronment, finally develops 
hla own philosophy of lite: a philo- 
sophy tvhicli is scientific, artistic and 
relislouj." said Dr. Brunt, professor 
ot Encllsh at .MaoDonald College, 
speaking on '•What Uien IS culture?" 
before the St. James Literary Society, 
last evening. 

Dr. Brunt begati his treatment ot 
this sulijcct by statins Hi.il tho dif- 
ferent ideas of culture are a. clash of 
aesthetic preferences more than a 
clash of concept. One of the greatest 
dangers of thinking Is to take cer- 
tain concepts, standards, creeds, and 
éôdM which we have received and 
using them as our creed, allow them 
to dominate our thinking. 

Oeflnlttona Of Culture 
Before etaUng his on-n idea as to 
what constitutes a man ot culture, Dr. 
Brunt cited five detlnlttens of' th 
word "cullure", from Bt. Paul, Dean 
Kltéheh, Milton, Newman," and the 
Bclentlat, Hudson, Some of those de- 
finitions, said the speaker, laid the 
emphasis ou aequlremenU and 
achievements; others, on (jualilits of 
character. 

The essential characteristic of Ciil 
ture, according to Dr. firunt. are 1. A 
sense of continuity: a feeling that life 
le deeply rooted In the past, we are 
tho heirs of thé ages and that the psJtl 
has something to teaeh us. We must 
watch that this continuity deee not 
become a positive hindrance to pro- 
gress; we muBt alio look into the fu- 
ture, and be hospltaAla to new Ideas. 

Î. .V eense of responsibility; we 
ARB our brother's keeper' 

». Intellectual curiosity a.nd a>rt- 
tifSf. Culture cannot 'abide in tho 
same pprsonality with stupidity and 
Intellectual apathy. We must "not 
be afraid to find in truth some awk- 
ward enaction." . 

i. A spirit of skeptism; not thé nar- 
row skeptism that Is minlfeated In 
disbelief In organised religion, but a 
healthy skeptlclim, avoiding the psy- 
chology of the brass band, demanding 
investigation, rather than being sway, 
ed by emotionalism, a s'KepticIsm !ead- 
'ng to a u-isa tolerance.

"pwo sensational field goals by 
Smalll and Moore and two free 
throws by Smaill In the dying mo- 
ments of the close exciting tussle 
constituted the fine rod rally that 
gave the McGlIl Intercollegiate bask- 
etball quintet a sweet 34—29 vic- 
tory over the f.i.st North American 
Life Assurance aggregation last night 
at the Sun Mfe Gym. And thus, for 
ono more year at least the coveted 
Dodds Trophy, emblematic of the 
city cage title will remain at AIcOllI. 

Tho tilt last night was one of the 
best cage exhibitions witnessed here 
for a, Jong time. Play was closely 
contested .throughout tho ding-dong 
battle and excitement was at a fever 
pilch during tho 40 minutes of 
basketball. The ultimate result of tho 
»ame was always In doubt and It 
wiBs only with twi> minutes of play 
loft: that 'Smiilll nnd Moore sewed up 
tho contest by two beautiful long 
shots. 

The unmltigaled speed of the op- 
posing aggregations and tho battle at 
centre between two stellar pivot men. 
Don Young and Cliff jiclvlUo, two 
of tho finest exponents of tho game 
in Canada made tlic tussle all the 
more thrilling. Melville held a slight 
edge in the^ jumping throughout the 
proceedings but Voung certainly had 
It over him In offocliveness and 
heady play. 

Tho Nalac boys started off with n 
rush nnd after eight minutes of play 
wcro loading f)-4. Loose ball-hand- 
llng and faroless passing on the part 
of tho redmen cost them more than 
6no point In tho first part of the 
first session. Twice, tho red defence 
was caught flat-footed and twice the 
sphcro hooped the twine on ne.at 
shots. However, this ended llie blue 
swcxters' scoring spree, iv.r n long 
shot by Faulkner ptarled the redmen 
off into a scoring mootl and It was 
not long before tho early Xalac lend 
was overcome.

.'oiii'iieym.". 11 lo .Vndrcnn liorsch, a 
celebrated har'ier-surgeon of his day, 
who was regimental, surgeon to the 
Brandenbin-g liJlcctoral Footguards. 
During their training, barber-sur- 
gcona had to spend so many years 
.IS journeymen, who travelled about 
getting pinctlral oxperlenec, which 
was really obtainable only on the 
liatUo fie,Id in Ihoso day.f. At tho 
age of twenty ono DIctz was accept- 
ed as . nn army surgeon and sorvcd 
with tho Brandenburg Arttllerj' in the 
slego of Of on. lie does not tell us 
miirh of his mcthodii but in hia 
.'lutohlography ho leaves .t. graphic 
iiecount of tho field and tho Buffer- 
ing of tho wounded. Ilo campaigned 
ag.ilnst th<» Turks .'ind was deeply 
•impressed by their cleanliness. He 
ncNt bcramo a ships surgeon on a. 
Dutch whaler which took him up to 
tho Arctic Ocean. His account of the 
llfo on hoard, the hygiene, and tfic 
many adventures with polar bears 
and idrates makes Interesting and cn- 
tcrt.alning reading. 

After his return lo Europe ho tried 
to set up as a barber-surgeon in 
Hallo but ho had never been popular 
there but was forced to leave and 
tnko -a position with tho Duk.« of 
Mer.'cbiirp. which ho soon left. After 
three years as .1 Journeyman in TvClp- 
zlg ho managed through tho help of 
Homo Influential friends to get a 
court order which enabled him to net 
up ns a barber-surgeon in 'ITallc. Ho 
successfully passed his barber-sur- 
Bcons examination, rather to his 
ain.izetncnt, and opened his establlsh- 
inent which rapidly hecamo the most 
popular ono In Halle. About this 
timo ho married but his married life 
was not happy and until his M'ifc 
died he carried on his work in the 
faco of great difficulties. Ho oventn 
.ally hecnino Master of tho Barber- 
Kurgcon's (iiiild, but his term of of- 
fico was cut short by some Irregu- 
larity in the fulfillment of his office 
and ho was banished from Halle. 
Howover he was reinstated and alter 
the death of his wife In 1762 he 
married ag.aln, this tim» happily. Ho 
died In 17.18. DIctz bcliovcd that the 
univcrs.tl cure of all disease lay In 
trees, herbs and planti, but admit- 
ted that their mode of action vos 
far boj'ond his comprehension. 
Second Paper en Louise Beurgeoise 
Tho second paper, on Louise Bour 
gcoi.so wa.^ read by C. M. Gardner. 
Louise Bnurgcolso lived in tho latter 
part of tho sixteenth century and the 
first half of the seventeenth. At this 
ilmo tho practice of midwifery was 
entirely in the hands of women, for 
it was not considered decent for a 
man lo practico obstetrics; men were 
however called In In difficult cases 
At tho time when I-oulse Bourgeoise 
lived tho doct.ino of tho Blvlne 
Ttlght of Kings still prevailed and 
tho midwifo undirectly wielded great 
power. As an example Garnder cited 
tho ehlld of Mary, Queen of Scots 
and Francis l\lng of Kr.ince, which 
had It not died n,l birth, would have 
been King of Kngland, Scotland and 
France and so completely altered 
European history. 

Louise's History Traced 
Louise Bourgeoise was born In 1563 
and after much work nniong the poor 
a.M a midwifo sho was formally sworn 
In at Paris In ]308. Soon afterwards 
.■iho hecamo tho royal midwife liy 
judiciously circulating scandal which 
obtained tho former midwife's dismln- 
nal. Sho remained midwife to Mai> 
do StcdIcI, tho queen of Henry of 
Navarro until sho' was Ct. Sho suc- 
cessfully delivered tho queen of six 
children and during her whole prac- 
tice sho says that she dealt success- 
fully with over two thousand eases. 
Ono fnlluro with Madame do Mont- 
pensler however brought about her 
fall from royal favour owing to the 
tinile.slialilo piihllcily which resulted 
from her denial that nlie was rospon- 
slblo for tho death of her patient. 

I<oul!o nourgcoisc wrote three 
liooks, in which .nhc gives an orderly 
.and explicit description of her 
incthoils. Jlcr fir.st Viook appe.xrcd In 
IfiO.S .and was followed hy a second 
edition In IGI7. U w.tk entitled "Ad 
vice to my Daughter." Her chief 
work Is her l«st, which appcaj-ed In 
1653. .It Is cilled "A Collection of 
the Secrets of Loiil."© Bourgeoise, de- 
dicated to Mario de Mcdiel. .and deal- 
ing with divers observations the loss 
of the ovum after fecundation, child 
of women and new 
and so on. 
Some of her treatments are start- 
llngly like those In pr.actlce to-day. 
Sho was ono of tho first to practice 
veiision, which had. l)con forgotten for 
twelve himdrcd years. She was not 
tho first, however to reintroduce this 
method of delivery, for Ambrolso Pare 
had already practiced It but where lie 
hod vol his cxperi«n«e it is difficult

Donald McCurdy stated that the 
causes of the war of IS 12 between 
Great Britain and the United States 
are not entirely, clear. President 
Jefferson, anxious to defend national 
honori,whilo recognizing the adv.an- 
tages of "peace, originated tho "em- 
bar;:o," when following the example 
of Franco and England he decided to 
block.ado these coimlrlos from nil 
American supplies. This embargo 
wa^ disastrous to New Kngland mer- 
chants who d'd not share tho Idealism 
of Clay njid Calhoun when profit he- 
camo opposed to national honor. 
Indians Used As Buffer 
As colonization moved westwards 
forcing the Indians to retreat step by 
step, the latter became resentful 
against encroaehnieiit of his territory 
Lifo on tho frontier became uncom 
fortaj)1c. Kngland employed the In- 
dians 'in a i>olIcy of self-defence, 
mainly In the role of a buffer medium 
Through this system Canada w.as pro- 
tected by Indian allies In the north 
and could rely on Indian support 
along the western frontier. 

The idea of n defensive w.ar soon 
gave away to ono of conquest. The 
possibility of bringing Canada under 
American control now appeared pro 
mtslng. Tho story of tho W.ar of 1S12 
ia ono of many blunders Interspersed 
wltli valorous deeds. Anterica enter- 
ed the war that required her full 
energies, yet s^lic was supported hy 
only a portion of her population, who 
bellcvo the conqueat would bo rather 
eaay and who became upset when It 
was not The Treaty of Ghent g.avc 
America, terms f.ar above her desserts 
duo to tho remarkable diplomacy o 
lay and Adams at the peace confer 
cnce. 

Importanoé of War 

Tlio Wii.r of ISi: was fought for 
fooUsli reasons and conducted In an 
■tjually foolish manner, — tho ono re- 
deeming feature being possibly to 
convince America of her folly and 
conceit. Tho real importance, how- 
ever, rests In iUi rel.atlon to those 
movements which wero hroupht on by 
the Embargo and which wcro to con- 
tinue down through tho century. It 
is in the Expansionist Movement, the 
Factory System the doctrine of Isola- 
tion and tho American System that 
wo see this Influence and likewise the 
true Importance of the War of 1$12.

tho Mens' l.'iiion includes nil tho men; 
and if tho President of such AVomen.s' 
i;nlon be elected by ballot of nil wo- 
men students, then this President of 
tho Womens' Union should sit ex-of- 
flclo on the Students' Council. Dy 
undert.aking the linmedl.ato formation 
of such a Union, the women students 
oould dcmonstrato their interest in 
this reorganisation. 

6. "Women students sliould pay to 
the Students' Council as part of their 
universal, fee a- sum equal to or pro- 
portionate to that paid hy tho men 
for tho support of tho activities under 
the jurisdietion of tho Council. 

C. It foUow.s from tho foregoing 
that women will be eligible to offices 
1.1 the Students* Society, although the 
constitution might be so amended as 
to c.xchido them from any particuhar 
office. 

:. .Vs reasons for the proposed 
change the Committee advances In 
particular considerations of logic .and 
efficiency. It emphasizes the fact that 
thcEo changes will be almost entirely 
administrativo and executive, and 
that they arc rather In the nature of 
remedies lo exl.sling .abuses than tiro- 
posals for drastic Innovations.

4. Tho financial resources of tht> 
Students' Council would bo increased 
by the additional rovonuo .accruing 
from tho payment of a universal fee 
by about five hundred women stu- 
dents. There would bo no additional 
corresponding rcsiionHlbilitic.s, thus the 
additional revenue would aid materi- 
ally in balancing tho Students' Soci- 
ety's budget. 

5. Tho proposed change would re- 
sult III n unification of aclivllles, and 
v/oiild provido all tUiidonts with one 
comprehensive oxecutlvo which could 
reprosciit them- to thp University and 
lo the public. ■ 

■Vour Committee is unonamous In 
recommending this amalgamation. At 
tho same lime It realizes that tho ob- 
jections emanating from men .students 
will be tlioBo urged largely on grounds 
of traditionalism, and dictated by a 
desire lo maintain tho statu.s quo. 
While Individually tho members of 
tho Committee share these views, 
they consider, howover, that In^ the 
Interest of jirogress those changes 
shciihl be made.
